IMPARTIAL RELATION, Ge. 


Having obſerved that the meaſures purſued 
by Lord Cornwallis, during the attempt made by 
the ſmall body of French troops, which landed in 


in Ireland under General Humbert in Aygult laſt, 


as well as the operations of the King's troops, have 
been in general miſunderſtood, and above all, that 
very groſs miſrepreſentations have been made of 
the means which were employed to defeat the 
enemy's object, I am induced to lay before the 
public, a ſhort ſtatement of facts, which, as 


an officer employed at that period in Ireland, I 


can, irom perſonal obſervation, ' bring forward as 
authentic ; and to which I have been enabled to 
give a greater degree of correctneſs, from having 


been fo fortunate as to procure, from the commu- 


nication of official documents, much information, 
of which I could not otherwiſe have been in poſ- 


ſeſſion. 
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It may be neceſſary to make a few previous ob- 


ſervations, on the ſtate of defence the country was 
in at the time General Humbert landed at Killala. 


Before Marquis Cornwallis arrived in Ireland, 
the ſyſtem which had been purſued for the ſuppreſ- 
ſion of rebellion (which for a conſiderable time 
had ſpread without aſſuming a decided and collec- 
tive form) added to the defire of affording pro- 
tection to individual property, had neceſſarily oc- 
caſioned a very great diſperſion of the troops: 
hence conſiderable difficulties aroſe, when circum- 
ſtances of a more ſerious nature required the af- 
ſembling any where, a body of troops calculated 
to oppole decidedly the attempts of an enemy, 
who had collected in ſufficient force to become as 
formidable to the general intereſts and ſecurity of 
the kingdom, as he had for ſome time proved to 
thoſe of individuals; and of this, the time which 
elapſed before Lieutenant General Lake could 
collect a corps that was thought equal to the at- 
tack of the rebels at Vinegar Hill, and in other 
parts of the county of Wexford, appears a ſuffi- 
cient proof, | 


Much as the Lord Lieutenant could have wiſhed 
immediately to make ſuch a diſpoſition of the 
troops, as ſhould more effectually provide for the 
general defence of the kingdom againſt foreign at- 

tempts,

tempts, or for its ſecurity againſt any ſerious inter- 
nal commotions, it was impoſſible, without much 
caution, and, from many conſiderations, without 
much delay, to carry into execution any arrange- 
ment for collecting, in the firſt inſtance the de- 
tachments of regiments which were moſt diſperſed, 
and in the next for aſſembling and ſtationing, at 
particular points, corps which might be moved as 
circumſtances ſhould require, and might act with 
expedition and effect; independent of which, the 
ſtate of diſturbance in which the counties of Wex- 
ford, Wicklow, Kilkenny, Kildare, and parts of 
Dublin ſtill continued, required a very large pro- 
portion of the force, and this conſideration na- 
turally. encreaſed the difficulty of forming and ex- 
ecuting any arrangement, having a general object 
in view. | 


Theſe difficulties had however been in great 
meaſure overcome, the arrangement was made 
and on the point of execution, when a report was 
received in Dublin, from Major General Hutchin- 
lon, of the landing of the enemy, on the 22d of 
Auguſt, in Killala Bay, on the weſtern coaſt of 
Ireland, in which quarter of the kingdom the 
troops were at that time very thinly ſcattered ; the 
province of Connaught having continued in a ſtate 
of comparative quiet when rebellion was raging in 
other parts of Ireland. 
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The French landed near Killala, about fix in 
the evening, from three frigates and a brig, to the 
number of 1260 rank and file, with a very con- 
ſiderable proportion of officers, and three pieces of 
cannon. A ſmall party of the Leiceſter Fencible 
Infantry, under Lieutenant Sills of that regiment, 
and the yeomanry of the town of Killala, attempted 
to oppole their progreſs to the town, but were ſur- 
rounded and taken priſoners, having three men 
killed. The Biſhop of Killala, Dean Thompſon, 
and ſome other clergymen, were alſo made priſoners 
by the French, who, upon entering the town, 
_ diſtributed handbills to the populace, declaring 
themfelves friends of the people, and their deliverers 
from oppreſſion.“ 


Upon receiving information of theſe events, the 
Tyrawley Yeoman Cavalry aſſembled in Ballina, 
where they were joined on the morning of the 23d 
by ſome volunteers, and before night by feveral 
troops of yeoman cavalry, and a detachment of the 
carabineers, under Major Keir, who took the com- 
mand in Ballina.—On the morning of the 24th, the 
French marched from Killala towards Bailina, but 
meeting with greater oppoſition than they probably 
expected, they retreated to Killala. In the even- 
ing, Major Keir having been reinforced by ſeveral

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corps of yeomanry, advanced to within one mile 


and a half of Killala, but was obliged again to fall 
back, after an unſucceſsful ſkirmiſh, in which the 
Rev, Mr. Forteſcue, rector of Ballina, and two 
men of the carabineers, were-wounded, the-former 
mortally. In the retreat, Major Keir met Colonel 
Sir Thomas Chapman, who was advancing. with 
three troops of the carabineers, and ſome infantry. 
Sir Thomas Chapman having collected the troops, 
took poſt on an eminence near Moyne Abbey, 
whence he retreated, unmoleſted, at 12 o'clock 
at night, through Ballina to Foxford. 


During all this time, the French had not been 
joined by any conſiderable number of the inhabi- 
tants of the county of Mayo ; who indeed, exceptin 
the immediate neighbourhood of Killala, remained 
perfectly quiet; nor did they appear more diſpoſed 
to riſe in the other parts of the province of Con- 
naught. The numbers of the French had been 
much exaggerated, few reports making them 
amount to leſs than 1800 men, with 12 or 15 pieces 
of cannon. —The frigates ſailed from Killala Bay 
on the 24th. Brigadier General Taylor had on 
that day marched from Sligo, with about 250 men 
of the Leiceſter Fencibles, and about the ſame 
number of yeomanry, towards Ballina ; but finding 
that the place had been occupied by the. French 
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upon the retreat of the King's troops, he returned 
to Sligo. | 


Major General Hutchinſon, who commanded in 
the province of Connaught, and who, with Major 
General French, was in the town of Galway, upon 
the firſt intelligence of the enemy's landing, had 
moved the Longford regiment of militia upon Gort, 
and upon receiving further accounts, determined 
upon ordering all the troops he could collect, to 
march towards the counties of Mayo and Sligo, 
which, however, from the ſlender force under his 
command, could not be done without leaving the 
counties of Leitrim and Roſcommon open, and 
the bridges on the upper Shannon almoſt without 
protection. The troops with which he moved 
towards Caſtlebar, were the Kerry Militia, from 
Galway; a detachment of the Fraſer Fencibles, 
from Tuam; the Kilkenny Militia, from Loughrea ; 
the Longtord, from Gort ; a detachment of Lord 
Roden's Fencible Dragoons, and four ſix-pounders 
and a howitzer, from Athenry. Theſe troops 
were afterwards joined by the ſkeleton of the 6th 
regiment (about 100 men) from Galway, which 
town remained garriſoned by a few corps of yeo- 
manry only. The diſpoſition of the country con- 
tinued favourable, which was not however abſo- 
lutely the caſe towards Carrick on Shannon, to

which place the city of Limerick regiment of 
militia were ordered, from Athlone, by Brigadier 
General Barnett. 

In conſequence of the circumſtances and move- 
ments above ſtated, reports of which were received 
1 in Dublin on the 24th Auguſt, Lord Cornwallis 

; immediately ordered Lieutenant General Lake to 
| proceed to Galway, to take the command of the 
troops aſſembling in Connaught, meaning in perſon 
to collect the troops that could be marched from 
[| Leinſter, at Athlone or Carrick on Shannon, as 
| circumſtances ſhould point out. 
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The following diſpoſition was made of the march 
of thoſe troops, towards the Shannon, for occupy- 
ing fixed ſtations and ſecuring the communications, 
and with the further view to the preſervation of 
peace in the diſturbed counties of Dublin, Wick» 
low, Wexford, Meath, Kildare, and Louth,

Independent of the above diſpoſition, Major 


General Nugent was directed to aſſemble a corps 
on the frontier of his diſtrict (the Northern) 


towards Sligo. 


Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell, of the 23d Dra- 
goons, who commanded at Enniſkillen, had, on 
the firſt alarm, marched from thence to Sligo, 
with the whole of his garriſon, conſiſting of about 
zoo men, of which, upwards of one-balt Yeo- 
manry, and two howitzers and two fix pounders 
and the ſmall garriſon of Ballyſhannon had alſo 
marched to Sligo, Brigadier General Cham 
pagne, upon his arrival at Enniſkillen, ' from 
Armagh, ſent orders to Major Packenham, quar- 
tered at Granard, with two troops of the 23d 
Dragoons, to proceed to Carrick on Shannon, and 
collected at Enniſkillen, a garriſon of about 600 
Yeoman Cavalry and Infantry. He further di- 
rected a garriſon of Yeomanry to be ſtationed at 
Ballyſhannon, and the Yeomanry of the baronies 
of his diſtrict, bordering on the ſea, to collect at 
Donegall. Lord Portarlington, who commanded 
the Queen's County regiment, at Strabane and 
Armagh, was alſo to aſſemble the yeoman eorps in 
his neighbourhood, ſo as to enable him to ſend 


either to Enniſkillen or n a reinforce- 
ment of 600 men.

Major General Nugent had ordered Colonel 
Lord William Bentinck from Armagh, to proceed 
with 'the proportion of the Breadalbane Fencibles, 
quartered there and at Monaghan, as. well as a part 
of the 24th Dragoons, to Enniſkillen. The 3d 
light battalion to proceed from Blaris Hutts .to 
Lurgan, and'the North Lowland Fencibles from 
Dungannon to Augher and Clogher, there to re- 
main. The whole of the Yeomanry corps in the 
Northern Diſtri& were ordered to hold themſelves 
in readineſs to take the field ; but, unleſs abſolutely 
neceſſary, it was not thought expedient to remove 
them from agricultural and other occupations, 
which required their immediate attention, 


Major General Hutchinſon arrived at Caſtlebar 
on the 25th, he found the country through which he 
paſſed, as well as the neighbourhood of that place, 
ina ſtate of perfect tranquility. It however, was re- 
ported, that the French who remained at Kiilala 
and . Ballina, had been joined by 1800 men; and 
Major General Hutchinſon having very ſoon reaſon 
to think, that notwithitanding the firſt appearance 
of things, the inhabitants began to favour the 
enemy.s project, and were riſing in conſiderable 
numbers, he was induced to give up the plan he 
had at firſt formed of attacking them, and judged 
it adviſeable to write to Lord Cornwallis for further 


aſſiſtance. Brigadier General Taylor moved from 
Sligo

Sligo towards Caſtlebar, on the 25th, with about 
1200 men, chiefly Yeomanry. 


Lord Cornwallis arrived at Phillipſtown on the 
26th with the 100th Regiment, the iſt and ad bat- 
talions of light infantry, and the flank companies 
of the Bucks and Warwick Militia, and on the 
27th proceeded to Kilbeggan, the troops having 
made a progreſs of forty four Iriſh miles (about 
ſixty Engliſh) in two days. | 


In the mean time reports were received from 
Lieutenant General Dundas, who commanded: in 
the county of Kildare, that there were grounds to 
apprehend that a general inſurrection was intended 
in that county, that notices had been circulated 
by the diſaffected, calling upon the people to riſe, 
and that many of the inhabitants had abandoned 
their habitations; in conſequence of which, he had 
been under the neceſſity of detaining part of the re- 
inforcements ordered to Connaught. 


Very early in the morning of the 28th, Major 
Hardy, Aſſiſtant Quarter Maſter General, arrived 
at Kilbeggan, with a report from Lieutenant Gene- 
ral Lake, of the reſult of an attack made by the 
French, on the morning of the 27th, on Major 
General Hutchinſon's corps at Caſtlebar, which 
Lieutenant General Lake had joined the mght 
before,

before. Upon receiving intelligence that the 
enemy were advancing towards Caſtlebar, the 
troops were ordered to occupy a poſition in front, 
which covered that town, as well as the greater part 
of the county of Mayo, and was well calculated for 
keeping up the communication with Brigadier 
General Taylor, who had advanced to Foxford, 
and whoſe corps had been reinforced by the Kerry 
Militia and the Leiceſter Fencibles, which had 
been detached from Caſtlebar. The enemy's 
attack was made about ſeven in the morning. 


The French, with about 1 500 rebels, advanced 
in regular order upon the King's troops, who 
waited their approach in the poſition they occupied. 
The artillery, under Captain Shortall, was admir- 
ably ſerved and made a viſible impreſſion, infomuch 
that the enemy's advance was actually checked, 
and they began to diſperſe ; at this critical moment 
our troops, as if ſeized with a ſudden panic and 
without any apparent reaſon, gave way; and not- 
withſtanding every effort made by Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Lake, Major Generals Hutchinſon and 
Trench, and the very meritorious exertions of all 
their officers, they could not be rallied, but retired 
in confuſion through Caſtlebar towards Holly- 
mount. Lord Roden's Fencible Dragoons, how- 
ever, ſhewed great gallantry upon this as they had 
upon all other occaſions ; they protected the retreat

of the infantry and even recovered a ſix-pounder 
which the French had puſhed forward through 
Caſtlebar. The ſkeleton of the Sixth Regiment, 
under Major Macbean alſo behaved with ſpirit in 
the action. 


The following is the return of killed, wounded, 
and miſſing, and of guns loſt upon this unfortu- 
nate occaſion. Of the ſoldiers of the Longford and 
Kilkenny Militia returned miſſing, the greater part 
had deſerted to the enemy. The loſs of the 
French in killed and wounded (and reſulting al- 
moſt entirely from the effect of the artillery) was af- 
terwards found to have been far more conſiderable 
than that of the King's Troops.

* Immediately after receiving the report of this 
affair, Lord Cornwallis proceeded to Athlone, 
where, upon his arrival, he received information 
from different quarters, but particularly from Mr, 
O'Donnell, Captain of the Newport Pratt Yeo- 
manry, and from a Lieutenant of the Carabineers, 
both of whom had left Tuam in the morning that 
Lieutenant General Lake had retired to that place, 
and had been followed by the French who were 
ſtated to have driven his corps out of the town, and 
to have taken poſſeſſion of it. However extraordi- 
nary ſuch an event appeared, the information was 
ſo poſitive and ſo circumſtantial, that there ſeemed

no grounds for doubting its authenticity, although 
it afterwards proved to be perfectly unfounded. 


The French were further ſaid to have been 
joined by very conſiderable numbers of the inhabit- 
ants, and to have diſtributed arms to them; 
and Sir Thomas Chapman who had retired to 
French Park, alſo reported that the country to the 

orthward, towards Sligo, was in open rebellion. 
Every poſlible precaution became indiſpenſable. 
His Excellency therefore determined, at all events, 
to halt at Athlone, until joined by the Sutherland 
and Reay Fencibles, who were directed to haſten 
their march from Longford, and to wait the arrival 
of the Queen's and 29th Regiment, then on their 
march from Kilkenny, and who were expected to 
join in the courſe of five days. The brigade of 
Guards from Waterford, Roſs, and Clonmell had 
alſo been direQed to move towards the Shannon, 
and the Yeomanry, throughout the kingdom, were 
ordered upon permanent duty. The city of Lime- 
rick Regiment was ordered from Carrick on Shan- 
non to Enniſkillen, 


Every precaution was taken to ſecure the town 
of Athlone againſt attack, and piquets and patroles 


. were far advanced on the roads to Ballinaſloe and 
Tuam.

The firſt diviſion of the Sutherland and Reay 
Fencibles arrived at Athlone late on the 28th; 
the remainder on the 29th. Letters were on that 
day received from Lieutenant General Lake, ſtating 
that he had been under the neceſlity of continuing 
his retreat to Tuam; during which he had been 
joined near Hollymount, by the Louth Militia. 
A flag of truce had arrived on the 29th at Tuam, 
with. 12 of the officers taken priſoners at Caſtlebar, 
from whom:he learnt that numbers of the inhabi- 
tants had joined the French, as well as many de- 
ſerters from the Longford and Kilkenny regiments. 
The French remained at Caſtlebar, having a few 
piquets in front of the. town ; Ballinrobe, Holly- 
mount, Swineford, &c. were occupied by the 
rebels. Lieutenant General Lake added, that 
from the reduction which had taken place in his 
corps, and the want of artillery and ammunition, 
he ſhould be obliged to draw nearer to Athlone. 


Upon the receipt of the above report, Lord 
Cornwallis determined to move. forward on the 
3oth with the corps under his command. Orders 
were ſent to Lieutenant General Lake to halt the 
Sixth Regiment, the Louth Militia, and the de- 
tachment of the Fraſer Fencibles, and Lord Ro- 
den's Fencible Dragoons at Ballinamore, and to 
direct the remainder of his corps (the conduct of 
which during the retreat had been very diſorderly).

Brigadier 
General Taylor, who with the troops he had cok 
lected, was retreating upon Carrick on Shannon, 
was ordered to bal at Boyle.

In the mean time reports were received from 
Captain Thatcher, who with a detachment of the 
Northumberland Fencibles, was ſtationed at Kil- 
beggan, that an attack was intended on his poſt, 
by about 1000 Rebels collected in the neighbour- 
hood, who were to be joined by thoſe from the 
County of Kildare. In conſequence, Brigadier 
General Barnett was directed to order the Veo- 
manry from Moat and the neighbourhood to 
Kilbeggan, and if neceſſary to detach further from 
the Garriſon of Athlone, when enabled fo to do 
by the arrival of the W and Kilkenny

Major General Nugent reported on the 29th, 
that he had ordered the 3d Battalion of Light 
Infantry, from Enniſkillen to Sligo. That the 
Limerick City Regiment had arrived at Enniſkillen 
and remained there with the Breadalbane Fencible 
Regiment, whilſt the Argyll Fencibles occupied

Boyle or Carrick on Shannon ; in conſequence of 
which, I haſtened the march of the troops under my 
immediate command, in order to arrive beforetheene- 


my at Carrick, and directed Major General Moore, 


who was at Tobbercurry, to be prepared in the event 
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of the enemy's movement to Boyle, On my arrival at 
Carrick I found that the enemy had paſſed the 
Shannon at Balintra, where they had attempted to 
deſtroy the bridge, but General Lake followed 
them ſo cloſely, that they were not able to effect it. 
Under theſe circumſtances, I felt pretty confident, 
that one more march would bring this diſagreeable 
warfare to a concluſion ; and having obtained ſatis- 
factory information that the enemy had halted for 
the night at Cloon ; I marched, with the troops at 
Carrick, at ten o'clock, on the night of the 7th, to 
Mohill, and directed General Lake to proceed at 
| the ſame time to Cloon, which is about three miles 
| from Mohill, by which movement I ſhould be able 
| to join with General Lake in the attack of the 
enemy, if they ſhould remain at Cloon, or to inter- 
cept their retreat, if they ſhould, as it was molt pro- 
bable, retire on the approach of our army. On my 
arrival at Mohill, ſoon after day-break, I found that 
the enemy had begun to move towards Granard ; 
I therefore proceeded, with all poſlible expedition, 
to this place, through which I was aſſured, on ac- 
| count of a broken bridge, that the enemy mult paſs 
| in their way to Granard, and directed General 
Lake to attack the enemy's rear, and impede their 
march as much as poſlible, without bringing the 
whole of his corps into action. Lieutenant Ge- 
| neral Lake performed this ſervice with his uſual at- 
tention and ability, and the encloſed letter which I 
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have juſt received from him, will explain the cir- 
cumſtances which produced an immediate ſur- 
render of the enemy's army. * The copy of my 
orders which I encloſe will ſhow how much reaſon 
I have to be ſatisfied with the exertions of the 
troops, and I requeſt that your Grace will be 
pleaſed to inform his Majeſty, that I have received 
the greateſt aſſiſtance from the General and Staff 
who have ſerved with the army.

Lieutenant General Lake, in the report alluded 
to in his Excellency's letter, ſtates, that after four 
days and nights moſt ſevere marching, his column 
arrived at Cloon about ſeven o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the 8th, when, after having received direc- 
tions from Lord Cornwallis to follow the enemy 
on the ſame line, while his Excellency moved by 
the lower road to intercept him, he advanced, have 
ing previouſly detached the Monaghan Light Com- 
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pany, mounted behind dragoons, to harraſs the 
enemy's rear. Lieutenant Colonel Craufurd, on 


coming up with the French rear guard, ſummoned 


them to ſurrender, but as they did not attend to 
his ſummons, he attacked them, upon which up- 
wards of. 200 French infantry threw down their 
arms. Under the idea that the remainder of the 
corps would do the ſame, Captain Packenham, 
Lieutenant General of the Ordnance, and Major 
General Cradock, Quartermaſter General, rode up 
to them. The enemy, however, inſtantly com- 
menced a fire of cannon and muſquetry, from 
which General Cradock received a wound in the 
arm. * Lieutenant General Lake then ordered the 
3d battalion of light infantry, under the command 
of Lieutenant Colonel Innis, of the 64th regiment, 
ſupported by part of the Armagh Regiment of 
Militia, to commence the attack upon the enemy's 
poſition. The action laſted upwards of half an 


hour, when the remainder of thg column making 


its appearance, the French ſurrendered at diſcre- 
tion. The rebels (whoſe force, notwithſtanding 
the great reduction which had taken place in it 
from deſertion, during the march, ſtill amounted to 
about 1500, ) diſperſed, but numbers of them were 
killed on the field and in their fight. Mr. Blake 
was taken priſoner, and aſterwards executed in 
purſuance of the ſentence of a general court 


martial. 
Lieutenant 
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Lieutenant General Lake, in his report, ſpeaks 
in high terms of the conduct of the officers and 
men under his command, and particularly men- 
tions Lieutenant Colonel Craufurd, of whoſe zeal, 
ſpirit, and abilities, too much cannot indeed be 
ſaid ; and whoſe exertions were admirably ſeconded 
by the detachment of Hompeſch Dragoons, under 
the command of Captain O'Toole, of that corps. 
The following is the return of the loſs ſuffered by 
the King's troops at Ballinamuck : 


Killed. Officers none; privates 3; horſes 1x. 
Mounded. Officer 1; privates 12; horſe 1. 
Miſing.— Privates 3; horſes 8. 


It may be naturally ſuppoſed, that in a country 
where no magazines were eſtabliſned, conſiderable 
and unavoidable difficulties muſt have occurred in 
ſupplying the troops which had been ſuddenly 
marched into it, and whoſe movements in every 
direction were entirely unexpected. The manner 
in which the troops were nevertheleſs ſupplied, 
and which at no time afforded cauſe for complaint, 
ſpeaks ſufficiently in praiſe of the abilities and the 
exertions of Colonel Handfield, the Commiſſary 
General. 


| Having, 
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Having, I truſt, proved ſatisfactorily that no delay 


had taken place previous to the arrival of Lord 


Cornwallis's corps at Hollymount, which was not 
indiſpenſably neceſſary from prudential motives, 


and of which the conſequences had undergone the 
moſt ſerious conſideration in all their effects, I 


cannot conclude this ſtatement without recom- 
mending to attention, the movements of the different 
corps from that period, for an explanation of which 
I muſt refer to the annexed map of the ſeat of 


operations. 


To thoſe who have expatiated on the activity of 
the enemy, and the rapidity of his progreſs, it ap- 
pears neceſſary to obſerve, that his precipitate 
march from Caſtlebar had given him a day's ad- 
vance on both Lieutenant General Lake's and 
Lord Cornwallis's corps ; that he moved without 
baggage, forcing a ſupply wherever he paſſed ; and 
that fo much was expedition his principal object, 
that he had even abandoned the greater part of his 
artillery on his route. Notwithſtanding which he 
was overtaken in one direction by Lieutenant 
General Lake's corps, and intercepted in another 


by Lord Cornwallis's ; the exertions and activity of 


whoſe troops muſt therefore be admitted to bave 
been ſuperior even to thoſe which have with ſome 


individuals been ſo much a ſubje& of admiration. 
No 
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No inconvenience reſulted to the country from 
the continuance of the enemy at Caſtlebar having 
been protracted for the ſpace of three days, but the 
conſequences would perhaps have proved fatal had 
the deſperate effort which he made upon the ap- 
proach of the King's troops, and which was evi- 
dently directed againſt the capital, been attempted 
before Lord Cornwallis had afſembled ſuch a force 
as enabled him to act with energy, and until the 
preſence and example of ſome experienced troops 
had given confidence to his corps, in great meaſure 
compoſed of regiments brave and zealous indeed, 
but unexperienced. It was alſo eſſentially neceſ- 
ſary for his Excellency to reinforce the corps on 


his right, with a view to impede the enemy's move- 
ments in that quarter. 


Lord Cornwallis's march to Carrick on Shan- 
non, was equally calculated to counteract the 
enemy's operations, had he penetrated into the 
North, as it was to oppoſe his progreſs to the 
capital, but the latter was a conſideration of ſuch 
infinite importance, that his Excellency was further 
induced to direct the march of the brigade of 
Guards to Mullingar and Kilbeggan, where its pre- 
ſence muſt ultimately have defeated the enemy's 
project, had he by the rapidity of his march ſuc- 
ceeded in eſcaping the two corps immediately. in 
purſuit of him, whilſt it contributed ęſſentially to 

the 
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the reſtoration of order in the counties of Weſt- 
meath and Kildare, and to its preſervation in Dublin 
and the neighbourhood. 


The circumſtances which had required ſuch 
movements and precautions, cannot again occur, 
ſhould even a force of the enemy, far ſuperior to 
that under General Humbert, effect a landing upon 
the Iriſh coaſt. The diſpoſition of the troops 
which was ordered, although not executed, when 


General Humbert landed, having ſince taken place, 


and the zeal and loyalty of the Engliſh militia, 
having enabled Government to ſend ſuch reinforce- 
ments to Ireland as, combined with the laudable 
exertions and the active ſpirit which have upon ſo 


many trying occaſions been manifeſted by the 


yeomanry of Ireland, muſt enſure the poſſibility of 
providing without delay, againſt foreign attempts, 
and of ſuppreſſing internal riſings.

THE GENERAL COMMANDING IN CHIEF THE 
ARMY OF IRELAND, TO THE EXECUTIVE 
DIRECTORY. 


I AM to report to you, Citizens Directors, what 
have been my operations in Ireland, | 


On the 4th Fructidor, as ſoon as I got within 
ſight of Broadhaven, the army received the ap- 
pellation of Army of Ireland. The wind being 
unfavourable, we could not make the land on that 
day. 


On the 5th, the diviſion of frigates, after beat- 
ing againſt wind and tide during 12 hours, an- 
chored in the Bay of Killala about three o'clock. 
P. M. In conſequence of our having hoiſted the 

E 3 Engliſh 
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Engliſh flag, many perſons of note, and ſome 
Engliſh officers, came on board ;—it is impoſſible 
to deſcribe their aſtoniſhment at the ſight of us.— 
At four; orders were given to diſembarx. The 
Adjutant General Sarazin landed firſt, at the head 
of the grenadiers. I ordered him to march to 
Killala, which he carried with the bayonet. I ap- 
pointed him General of Brigade on the field of 
battle. The enemy was compleatly defeated. Of 
200 men Who defended the poſt, about 20 only 

_ eſcaped over the walls—the reſt were taken or 
killed. Almoſt all the priſoners begged to be 
permitted to ſerve with us, and I readily conſented 
to their requeſt, The diſembarkation was com- 
pleated towards 10 o'clock P. M. 


On the 6th, General Sarrazin reconnoitred Bal- 
lina ; a flight ſkirmiſh only took place, the enemy's 
cavalry having retired in full gallop the ſpace of 
two leagues, 1 5 


On the 5th, I marched with the army againſt 
Ballina, General Sarazin, at the head of the 
grenadiers and of one battalion of the line, dif- 
perſed every thing that oppoſed his paſſage. The 
Adjutant General Fontaine was directed to turn 
the enemy's flank. This attack ſucceeded, and he 
took ſeveral priſoners, I purſued the cavalry 

| | during 
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during a conſiderable time, with the brave 3d 
regiment of Chaſſeurs à Cheval. 


On the 8th, the French army was joined by a 
corps of United Iriſhmen, who were armed and 
clothed on the ſpot, Towards three o'clock P. M. 
I moved forward to Rappa, and remained in that 
direction until two o'clock A. M. 


On the gth, the army advanced to Ballina, where 
it took poſt, but marched from it at three o' clock 
P. M.—After a march of 15 hours, I arrived on. 
the 10th, at fix o'clock in the morning, on the 
heights in the rear of Caſtlebar. Having ex- 
amined the enemy's poſition, which was very 
ſtrong, I ordered General Sarrazin to commence 
the attack. The enemy's {kirmiſhers were rapidly 
driven in, and were purſued as far as the foot of 
the enemy's poſition. The grenadiers charged 
their line of battle, and were ſupported by the in- 
fantry of the line. The columns deployed under 
the fire of 12 pieces of cannon. General Sarrazin 
ordered the enemy's left to be attacked by a bat- 
talion of the line, which was obliged to give way, 
having received the fire of upwards of 2000 men. 
General Sarrazin flew to its ſupport at the head of 
the grenadiers, and repulſed the enemy. The 
_ Engliſh, during half an hour, kept up a tremendous 
fire of muſquetry, to which General Sarrazin for- 
E 4 | bid 
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ſtrong, I ordered General Sarrazin to commence 
the attack. The enemy's ſkirmiſhers were rapidly 
driven in, and were purſued as far as the foot of 
the enemy's poſition. The grenadiers charged 
their line of battle, and were ſupported by the in- 
fantry of the line. The columns deployed under 
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bid repoſting. Our determined countenance diſ- 
concerted the Engliſh General, and as ſoon as the 
whole of the army had come up, I ordered a general 
attack to be made. General Sarrazin drove in 
the enemy's right, and took three pieces of cannon. 
The Chief of Battalion, Ardouin, obliged his left to 
retire to Caſtlebar. 


The enemy having concentrated his force in 
Caſtlebar, and protected by his artillery kept up a 
terrible fire—but by a ſucceſsful charge of the 3d 
regiment of Chaſſeurs à Cheval, made through the 
main ſtreet of Caſtlebar, he was forced to retire 
acroſs the bridge. After ſeveral very deſtructive 
charges, both of cavalry and infantry, directed by 
General Sarrazin and Adjutant General Fon- 
taine, the enemy was driven from all his poſitions, 
and purſued for the ſpace of two leagues. 


The enemy's loſs amounts to 1800 men (of 
which 600 killed or wounded, and 1200 priſoners), 
I0 pieces of cannon, 5 ſtand of colours, 1 200 fire. 
locks, and almoſt all his baggage. The ſtandard 
of his cavalry was taken in a charge by General 
Sarrazin, whom I named General of Diviſion on 
the field of battle, I alſo, during the action, ap- 
pointed the Adjutant General Fontaine, General of 
Brigade, and the Chiefs of Battalion Azemare, 
Ardouin, and Dufour, Chiefs of Brigade. I fur- 
ther

ther named Captain Durival a Commander of Squa- 
dron, and Captains Touſſaint, Zilberman, Ranou, 
Huette, Babiu, and Rutz, Chiefs of Battalion. 
I beg, Citizens Directors, that you will be pleaſed 
to confirm theſe promotions, and that you will ſend - 
the commiſſions as ſoon as poſſible, as it will be 
productive of very good effects. 


Officers and ſoldiers have ſhewn prodigies of 
valour.

1 TRANSMIT to you, Citizen Miniſter, the copy 
of my letter to the Executive Directory. You will 
perceive that no exertions are wanting on our part 
to fulfill the intentions of Government. 


T have made ſeveral appointments, according to 
the actions and to the military talents diſplayed by 
thoſe whom they regard, and I ſolicit your ſupport 
in obtaining from the Executive Directory, a con- 
firmation of them. 

About 600 United Iriſh joined me on the'$th 
FruQiidor, and were immediately armed and 
clothed, 
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clothed. On the 1oth they came forward to the 
heights in the rear of Caſtlebar. The firſt cannon 
ſhot that was fired drove them off. I expected as 
much, and their panic in no way deranged my 
operations. 


The victory of Caſtlebar bas produced excel- 
lent effects; and I hope within three days to have 
with me a corps of 2 or 3000 of the inhabitants. 


The Engliſh army, which I yeſterday defeated, 
is commanded by General Houghton, whoſe head 
quarters are now at Tuam. He intends to aſſem- 
ble 25,000 men to attack me; and on my fide I 
am doing my utmoſt to be well prepared for his 
reception, and even to go and meet him ſhould cir- 
cunſtances juſtify ſuch proceeding. We occupy 
Killala, Ballina, Foxford, Caſtlebar, Newport, Bal- 
linrobe, and Weſtport. As ſoon as the corps of 
United Iriſhmen, which I wiſh to aſſemble, ſhall 
be clothed, I ſhall march againſt the enemy in the 
direction of Roſcommon, where the partizans of 
inſurrection are moſt zealous. As ſoon as the 
Engliſh army ſhall have evacuated the Province of 
Connaught, I ſhall paſs the Shannon, and ſhall en- 
deavour to make a junction with the inſurgents in 
the North. When this ſhall have been effected, I 
thall-be in a ſufficient force to march to * 


and to fight a deciſive action. 15

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The Iriſh have until this day hung back. The 
county of Mayo has never been diſturbed, and this 


muſt account for the ſlowneſs of our progreſs, which 
in other parts would have been very different. 


As this handful of French may poſſibly be obliged 
to yield to numbers, and that the noiſe of cannon 
may again produce on our new ſoldiers the effect 
it had at Caſtlebar, I deſire you will ſend me one 
battalion of the 3d half brigade of light infantry, 
one of the 1oth half brigade of the line, 150 of the 
3d regiment of chaſſeurs a cheval, and 100 men of 
the light artillery ; 1 5,000 firelocks, and a million 
of cartridges. 


I will venture to aſſert, that in the courſe of a 
month after the arrival of this rcinſorcement, which 
I eſtimate at 2000 men, Ireland will be free. 


The fleet may anchor in the Bay of Tarboy, by 
53, 55 latitude South of Lie Muttette, and the 
diſembarkation will be effected without difficulty. 


I cannot ſufficiently praiſe the conduct of che 
troops under my command. I muſt recommend 


my brave comrades to the gratitude of the nation, 
and to your paternal care.
